Amendment Bill has been read a second 
time and will in dua course, we think there 
can be little doubt, pasa iatolaw. The ob- 
ject of, the Bill is to enable, not to compel, 
any accused person to give evidence at any 
stage of the proccedings pgainst him. At 
present accuged persons are allowed to make 
a statement, but with the exception of some 
cases specially provided for in recent legisla 
tion, the statement is not given on oath nor 
in England can-the person.making it be aub- 
jected to cross-ezamination upon it, {o 
Hongkong, however, we lave an Act by 
which o Judge or Magistrate may. at any 
time examine aa accused person and put such 
quostions to him ag he thinks fit, Itis very 
rarely that this Act is applied; iu fact it ix 
practically a dead letter, Judges and: Ma- 
gistrates objecting to it on tbe ground, w 
understand, that it isun-English, The Act, 
which is adapted from the Indian Criminal 
Procedure Coda, might, wo belive, be, ap- 
Tplied with much advantege in many cases, 
and the objections to it we cannot bat re- 
gard sa for the most part meroly sentimental. 
If it could be shown that tho Act would 
operate prejudicially to innocent persons ac 
cused of crime the objectian ta it world be 


udzea and Magistrates to helieva that il 
would never be allowed to have this effect, 
The argument that it lessens the chance of 
the guilty escaping is one which would pro- 
ably not be formulated in those worda, but 
which nevertheless appears to weigh con- 
siderably with some legal minds.

A BARQUE'S NARROW ESCAPE 
“FROM SAVAGES. 


The Gorman barque Moelusine, Captain C. 
Mohlburger, which arrived here yesterday from 
Cardiff with a cargo of coal, has an unfortunate 
tale to tell. anont her voyage, for sho lost one 
man ‘overboard and was chasod by five large 
canoes full of savages for zome distance, and had 
there not been a steady breaze which set in in time 
sho would moat probably not have been spared to 
resch this port. The following is her own re 
port :-—Left Cardiff on the 1bth November, 1885. 
‘Had the misfortune te lose « man overboard on 
the vory first-day of the paimgo. _Experienood 
moderate weather during tle voyage, but much 
calm sbout the Line. Very tedious passage in 
tho Eastern Straits; no N.W. monsoon what- 
ever has been met with. -Onthe 12th April, in 
sight of the Inlinds of St. Andrews, or Larzarol 
(in aboutlat, 517 N., and long 182.12 5.) we 


wore chased by five large ustive canoes which |. 


were fallof men. . Thosooralt were apparently 
from 35 to 40 feet long. In two of them we 
counted 18 to 20 men each. A steady breeze 
sotting inat 7.30 a.m. enabled ns to fly. from the 


canoes, but twoof them kept the chase up until. 


the islands dipped in the horizon. Found 
moderate N.E, monsoon in the. Pacifico up 
to 15 degrees North, after which had only 
light westerly and southerly airs. From Ba- 
langtang to the Pratas encountered strong 
meonsgon; since. then’ had varisble winds and 
mich fog and ram. On the 17th March apoke 
the following vousels =—British ship Flora Séap- 
ford, in tho Ombay Strait, from New York to 
Yokohams, 104 days ont; the German schooner 
Johann, in the same Strait, from Hamburg td 
‘Visdivostock, 138 days out; the British barquo 
Assy, in the some Btrnit,from Grimsby to 
Yokohams, ‘114 days out.
